“ W e may as well face 
th e question candidly and if we are; 
willing to assum e these new duties j 
in exchange for the benefits which J 
would accrue to us, let us say so. If, 
we are not willing, let us say that.; 
W e can accomplish nothing by ta k ­ 
ing a doubtful or am bigious posi­ 
tion.

COURT OF APPEALS 
RULES FOR PLAINTIFF 


The Kansas City Court of Appeals 
in the case of General Motors Ac­ 
ceptance Corporation plaintiff, vs. E. 
H. Weinrich, defendant, held that 
the mortgages taken by the dealers 
in automobiles to secure a balance 
due on the purchase price are valid, 
and that the fact the difference be­ 
tween the time purchase price and 
the cash price of the car is more in 
amount than would be the highest 
lawful rate of 
interest 
does 
not 
cause such mortgages to bo invalid 
by reason of usury. 
The case, which is one of the first 
of its nature involving 
automobile 
paper in the United States, arose 
from the purchase of an automobile 
by Mr. Weinrich and the replevying 
of the car for nonpayment of the 
purchase installments. 
At the trial 
in the circuit court of Pettis county, 
Mr. Weinrich won the ra«e on the 
ground that usury .arising by reason 
of the difference between me cash 
price and the 
price, 
vitiated 
the 
mortgage. The Kansas City court of 
A ppeals held that a dealer may 
have one price for cash and a larger 
price when time is given for pay­ 
ment, and that a note and mortgage 
given to secure the payment of the 
time price is not to be considered 
usurious by reason of any difference 
existing.

1. Zedekiah. the King ( vt. 11-13). 
(1) Insubordination to God’s prophet 
(v. 12). In the theocratic government 
of Israel God s prophet occupied a 
higher pla^e than the king himself. 
The prophet was God’s messenger. In­ 
stead of receiving Jeremiah as God a 
messenger and conforming his life to 
G ods will, as made known by the 
prophet he refused to humble him­ 
self before God. 
(2) Rebellion against Nebuchadnez­ 
zar (v. 13). Zedekiah was made king 
of Judah by the king of Babylon but, 
in spite of this kindness and the word 
of the Lord spoken to him by Jere­ 
miah (.Ter. 38:17, 18; 52:3), he re­ 
belled against the king of Babylon. 
(3) He 
stiffened 
his 
neck 
and 
hardened his heart against God (v. 
13). 
Those who rebel against rightly 
constituted authority soon are resist­ 
ing the will and grace of God. 
2. The 
Priests 
and 
People 
(vv. 
14-16). 
(1) They followed the heathen (v. 
14). 
Even the priests who ministered 
in the house of God were practicing 
the sins of the heathen nations sur­ 
rounding them. 
(2) They polluted the house of the 
Lord (v. 14). The house of the Lord 
was sacred, having been dedicated to 
the Lord and consecrated to His serv­ 
ice.

(v. IP). 
This would mean that the 
palaces vrre plundered of all that was 
valuable. 
7. Carried the People Into Captivity 
and Mr.de Slaves of Thom (v. 20).

ury officials were advised today tl-*t 
the Agriculture Credit 
Corporation 
organized at the instance of the pres­ 
ident to aid in relieving the stringent 
credit situation in the northwest has 
made a second call on 
its 
capital 
subscriptions. The call is for $2,000,- 
000, m aking a total of $4,000,000 paid 
in from a total authorized capital of 
$10,000,000. 
W ith this second $2,000,000 avail­ 
able, treasury officials 
believe 
the 
loaning powers of the 
corporation 
probably will be able to meet all cu r­ 
rent calls upon it. It already has ap­ 
proved loans of 
$1,135,000 
for the 
purpose of re-opening eleven closed 
banks. 
Two of them have actually 
started business again and advices 
received here were to the effect that 
the others would re-open as quickly 
as the necessary papers are complet­ 
ed. 
In addition to the loans made for 
reopening banks the corporation has 
agreed to loan $1,172,000 to 64 other 
financial institutions in the agricul­ 
tural districts.
